INTERFAITH COALITION FOR JUSTICE AND COMMUNITY 
EMPOWERMENT (The Interfaith Coalition) 


The coalition includes a variety of religious, grassroots community, and student 
groups who support worker justice, environmental justice, and human rights. Some 
members of the coalition take for granted the existence of the international nation state 
system and the existence of multinational corporations, regarding them as more or less 
non-malleable features of the world. Others believe that these systems are the core of the 
problem and must be altered or abolished to make any real or fundamental change 
possible. 

The relative strength of different elements of the coalition varies over time, place, 
and the specifics of particular cases. The team should pursue actions that will, as much as 
possible, hold the supporters of different variations together in a common strategy for the 
short run.

Success Indicators: 


Global Poverty Reduction (GPR): This index measures the percentage of people 
in each country who are living below the subsistence level. It begins at 100 and is raised 
by actions that decrease the number of people living in poverty and is lowered by actions 
that increase the number. 

Constituency Support (CS): This begins at 100 and is increased by actions that 
increase financial and political support for the Interfaith Coalition by allies and potential 
supporters. It is decreased by actions that decrease financial and political support for the 
Interfaith Coalition by allies and potential supporters. 


Overall Success = (GPR + CS) / 2

___I. Participate in a campaign to have the WHO establish a specific set of Mimimum 
Health and Safety Standards for Factories. 

II. Options regarding support of proposed legislation (check all that apply): 

___ Ila. Support Sense of Congress Resolution. 

Whereas 211 people, many of them women and children, died in the recent 
factory fire in Fabrikistan, 

Whereas the UN report on this tragedy indicates that the conditions in this factory 
are widespread throughout Fabrikistan, 

Be it resolved that the United States Congress urges the responsible parties to take 
immediate action to bring the factories of Fabrikistan up to adequate health and safety 
standards. 

____ IIb. Support Congressional bill for conditional trade embargo against Fabrikistan. 

Whereas 211 people, many of them women and children, died in the recent 
factory fire in Fabrikistan, 

Whereas the UN report on this tragedy indicates that the conditions in this factory 
are widespread throughout Fabrikistan, 

Whereas U.S. factories meet such standards and U.S. jobs deserve protection 
against unfair competition: 

Be it resolved that there will be an embargo on all apparel imports from 
Fabrikistan until such time as the WHO establishes a specific set of Minimum Health and 
Safety Standards for Factories and certifies that Fabrikistan factories meet them. 

____ IIc. Support Congressional bill prohibiting import of apparel from factories that fail 
to observe ILO Fundamental Conventions. 

___ IW. Debt forgiveness campaign. Participate in a campaign to get the A-Team to 

forgive the debt of Fabrikistan, conditional on its bringing its factories up to WHO health 

and safety standards within a limited time period. 

IV. Launch an anti-corporate campaign against CDI including an economic 

boycott of company products and a series of actions aimed at creating unfavorable media 

publicity for CDI, highlighting the unsafe conditions and inadequate labor standards in 

the factories in Fabrikistan and elsewhere where its products are manufactured. 

V. Institute a law suit in U.S. courts for damages against CDI, under the Alien Tort 

Claims Act (ATCA). The plaintiff must show that CDI was aware of the numerous safety 

violations in factories in Fabrikistan where its shoes and apparel were being produced, 

that it aided and abetted the managers in ignoring these conditions, and was therefore 

guilty of reckless negligence. (For details on ATCA and such law-suits, see 

Resource Kit, ATCA.)
